| By the Associated Press. ‘ 
DANZIG, Dec. 28.—Jews are emi- 
grating from Danzig in increasing 
numbers in anticipation of the city’s 
union with Germany, which they 
and Nazi leaders of Danzig consid- 
er inevitable. Danzig was estab- 
lished as a free city after the World 
War. 

\Anti-Semitic laws, patterned after 
those of Germany, are being stead- 
ily adopted by the Nazi-dominated 
Government and are spurring the 
Jewish exodus. Up to the present, 
Nazi authorities ‘assert, Jews are 
permitted to take their wealth with 
them when emigrating from Dan- 
zig, in contrast to the rigorous re- 
strictions in Germany. ; 

Reports published abroad that 
Adolf Hitler would visit Danzig 
soon were not confirmed here. : Of- 
ficials pointed out that Hitler would 
come only if Danzig—formerly Ger- 
man—were again part of the Reich. 
They added that anschluss was not 
contemplated at present. , 

However, in political circles it 
Was expected that a New Year mes- 
sage from the city’s Nazi leader- 
ship might indicate a likely date 
for Danzig’s return to the Reich.

News of Death of R. J. O. 
Bray in September Reaches 
Outer World by Wireless.

CHURCHILL, Manitoba, Dec. 28. 
~<A wireless report reaching this 
Hudson’s" Bay post today, told of 
the death of R. J, O. Bray, 28-year- 
old ‘ornithologist, when his small 
boat was‘crushed by an ice pack 
last September 200 miles horth of 
the Arctic circle. . 

Bray was exploring with another 
English. scientist, Patrick Baird, 


Baird managed to reach safety 
on the ice and make his way to 
Igloolik, but Bray died in the icy 
waters of Foxe Channel, north of 
Melville’ Peninsula. iIgloolik-is “a 
nearby island outpost. 

Word of the tragedy was carried

While not a dainty little thing, 
by any means, Fido is small by 
hockey standards.

Two-thirds cup boiling water. 
Soak liver two minutes in cold;
